On three charges of keeping on 
unregistercd mui-teal, Keng Chuen- 
you, 17, at No. 122 Queen’s Rond 
East, first floor, on December 6, ill- 
treating the girl, and ossauiting her, 
Yu Chan, 38, morricd woman, ap- 
peared on bail of $250 before Mr.

yesterday, when she was.discharged 
on the first’ two counts, and fined 
$25 on the third. 

Mr, W. M. Brown appeared for 
the defence, and Inspector H. W. 
Fraser, of the Seerctarint for Chinese 
Affairs, prosecuted. 

According to the girl, she had been 
sold to defendant by her mother for 
$100 when she wan seven years old, 
und had to do the usual work of o 
mul-tsal, The alleged assault took 
place on December 0, when the girl 
alleged defendant had struck her 
with a bamboo clothes hook because 
she had falled to gct a dress ready 
in time. - 

Defendant denied the assault, say- 
ing the clothes hook had accidentally 
(len on the girl's head, when she 
was uttempting to unhook a clothes 
drying pole on the ccillng. The girl, 
defendant claimed, did not have to 
do much work in the house, and was 
paid from one to five cents dally for 
mending clothes. 

Mr. Brown submitted that it had 
not been proved that the girl was a 
mut-tsal, contending that it was un- 
usual to pay mut-tsai, os defendant 
had stated she had done. 

His Worship agreed. with Mr, 
Brown with regard to the first count, 
saying he would give defendant the 
benefit of the doubt, On the second 
count, he sald he did not think de- 
fendant's treatment of the girl was 
unreasonable, !n her class of old- 
fashioned Chincse famllies, but ‘he 
felt that corporat punishment of the 
kind defendant had meted out to the 
girl on December 6 was unjustified, 
and she was therefore fined $25 on 
the third count.

Add 4% pint of 
stock, sult, cayenne pepper and oa 
dessertspoonful of Worcester sauce, 
Put the Hd on the casserole and 
place in the oven for 1% hours. . 

Add a little, more stock during the 
process of cooking, and remove the 
lid for a few minutes before serving, 
to brown the potatocs, 


Ham Supreme 


Prepare %& pint of white sauce | 
with butter, flour, milk, seasoning, 
and a good squeeze of lemon juice, 
Stir into it Gozs ghopped ham and 
two sliced hard-boiled eggs. 

Heat these Ingredients in the 
sauce but do not bring to the boil. 
Sprinkle with a Little chopped par- 
slev and pour on to rounds of hot 
buttered tuast.. 


Ham & Celery Au Gratin 


Add 60% cooked celery, 4oz3 
chopped ham, %4 teaspoonful made’ 
mustard and a good squeeze lemon 
juice to % pint while sauce.

Referring to the new School  Certl- 
ficate Examination (Class 2), Fr. 
Donnelly paid a very sincere tribute 
to the manner in which it was 
organised and run last summer and 
to the unwearying kindness, courtesy 
and citiclency of the Government 
oflicers responsible for its success. 

Continuing Fr. Donnelly said: "It 
hag been my good fortune to have 
had considerable contact during the 
past ycur with those responsible for 
fathering the new examinution and 1 
have been greatly impressed, rot 
merely with the understanding of 
local circumstances and the general 
educational awareness of the gentle- 
men concerned, but still more with 
thelr approachableness, their reason- 
ableness, thelr readiness to discuss 
problems, to Usten to criticism, and 
to accept suggestions, It ls a very 
real pleasure to make this public 
statement here, 

NEEDS CONSIDERATION 

“One very fundamental point about 
the new examination still calls for 
much consideration.

“It may be urged that there js. no 
reason why the Hongkong University 
should not flself nccept this improved 
Class 2 examination for entrance to 
its courses. That is truc, but if this 
examination $s to become again the 
only door to the University, we shall 
have returned to precisely the former 
system, when school and university 
requirements were superimposed in 
the Class 1 examination. Many, in- 
deed, regret the passing of the old 
Junior Local examination’ = which 
served u tureful purpose. They would 
wish to see the present Class 2 
examination called ngain the Junior 
Local and its standard as it js at. pre- 
sent; to see a new examination 
instituted to be «called the Senior 
Local, under the acgis of the Educa- 
tlon Office, and run as the present 
Class 2 examination fs run, by the 
schools themselves; and to let the 
University, If it will, accept this new 
examination (under certaln — condi- 
tlons) for its matriculation, and run 
its own specral Matriculation ex- 


aminations, ‘This will result in’ this 
University examination becoming, or 
rather, remaining, the true standard 
of secondary education in this 
Colony—which Is the very thing that 
the new examination was instituted 
to prevent. If the retention of the 
Class 2 standard be intended many 
interested jn Hongkong education 
feel that the title “School Certificate” 
should be dropped, and the examini- 
tion be called what it really is at 
present, the Junior Local Examina- 
tlon.

But 
I personally know of no reason why 
these two different qualifications 
should not be obtainable in Hongkong 
through one examination, as they arc 
in Great Britain, the higher being 
won by an adequate number of 
credits. 
THING TO BE AVOIDED 

The other point. which I wish to 
mention Is that we should strive to 
attaln our object in thls directlon 
with the minimum of examination. 
In my view the setting of examina- 
tions is a thing to be avoided as much 
as possible, though I admit that to 
some extent examinations are necess- 
ary evils. They Impose a heavy 
strain on the pupil and the teacher 
and they have no teaching value [in 
themselves, This may sound oddly 
nat a ceremony at which = rewards 
gained through examinations are be- 
ing presented: but I make no apology 
for stating what I believe to be a not 
un-lmportant truth. 

A prize-giving occasion would not 
be properly fulfilled if the person 
honoured with the privilege of 
presenting the prizes did not con- 
gratulate the winners on thelr varlous 
successes. That I do very heartily 
and in dolng so I recognise that thelrs 
ean have been no ight struggle: for 
the scholastic record of the pust year, 
to which I have already referred, Is 
proof that there are very many able 
and -hard-working boys in the 
College; and to come out top among 
such competitors is no mean , feat. 
Frequently such congratulations to 
to the winners ore followed by 
condolences to the losers but I do not 
Intend to offer these. When all is 
said and done, the eredit belonging to 
those who were the runners-up in 
such close competition {Is nearly as 
arent ns that of the prize-winners and

-Like the helpless farmer who 
takes a last, sad look at his 
young crops while the mush- 
room-Joud of the dust storm 
gathers on the far horizon, so 
thousands in China wait to-day 
for an expected blow from some 
new quarter. There are others 
in this disturbed world. whose 
hold upon security must be 
measured in hours or days. That 
is the price man must pay for 
the failure of collective action 
in the preservation of peace. 


In spite of years of isolation- 
ism, the United States is stirred 
by an event which occurred 
thousands of miles away from 
her home shores. Now the 
fallacy of that outworn doctrine 
becomes apparent, surely. For 
any nation which expects to 
-sendts-ships-and-men-of com> 
merce into foreign lands,. isola- 
tion in the political sense is 
obviously impossible; and to 
that nation must fall a share 
of responsibility in maintaining 
conditions, in which its enter- 
prises can operate without dan- 
ger to investment or to the 
people who guide them. 


Sir Archibald Sinclair — re- 
cognises the truth of these con- 
tentions. Britain; he told the 
House of Commons, has no right 
to call upon the United States 
for co-operation in the defence: 
of purely British interests, . The 
implication is that Britain’ cond 
expect co-operation from the 
United States when. the in- 
terests of both are affected. 
There ig a common cause in the 
Far East. Once it was ap- 
parent, the Liberal Ieader went 
on, that Britain intended to act 
to defend her own interests, the 


| United States might be expected 


to take parallel action. It seems 
very likely that such an ex- 
pectation is well founded. The 
effect of parallel netion would 
be precisely that of joint action, 
but apparently. the United 
States is still shy of making any 
alliance, however vague, with a 
European power for fear that 
she will be embroiled in the 
complicated political wnd econo- 
mic troubles of another part of 
the globe. She is not to be 
blamed for this caution; but at 
the same time it docs acem ren- 
sonnble to expect that if parallel 
action’is applicd in, one sphere 
it should be applicd in another, 
especially where {nterests in- 
volved are similar.

The late George Moore was 
one of these Christmas solitaries, 
I do not know whether all his. 
friends | had forsaken him or 
whether he had forsaken all his 
friends, but he passed the Iast 
Christmas Day of his life alone 
in his lonely house in’ Ebury- 
street. 

I received a melancholy letter 
from him, begging me to take 
tea with him, and I was sorry 
for the old man, for I was unable 
to go to see him. 

His desolation at the end of 
his days ° contrasted strangely 
with his long essays about his 
friends in Paris,sin London and 
in Ireland. [ ought of the 
famous _perorati ‘which con- 
cludes: Burton's *tAnatomy | of 
and the closing 
adjuration, “Be not solitary.”

VERY time a pilot is killed In air- 
racing, or trying: to put up a new 
.record, a number of people cry out 
In protest. Is it any use, they ask, 
sacrificing lives ke this, in mad 
helte elter dashes about the-skles, 
in an endeavour to put a mile or two 
onthe speed record over a jtiven 
course? 


There is only one answer:—Ruacing 
must 0 on; lives must be given so 
that the quict, everyday passengers 
who, want to use air services for 
business and pleasure shall keep their 
lives and their safety. 


T was flying in 1011 when the top 
speed In the air was between 40 und 
50 mph. In those days, all pilots 
were culled fools and potentlal 
sulcides, 

Perhaps they were, I- know we 
came foppingg down often enough! 
If the wind blew, down we came; if 
‘we tried to get about at night, down 
we came; if anything upset our 
balance Inthe air, causing o simple 
sideslip, a loop, or a spin—down we 
came! 

T came down no few times myself. 
Once the man who is now Air Chief 
Marshal Sir John Salmond crashed a 
machine that I was due to fly as soon 
as he stepped out of it. 


Once’ Lord Trenchard came down 
heavily when I was his passenger, 
The pround knocked olf most of the 
undercarriage and shook the life out 

rest of the machinc—and near- 
ly out of us—but what was learned 
from that flight was of invaluable | 
service to the designers. 

Ihave tested hundreds of machines: 
and flown in dozens of big races— 
King’s Cup, Schneider Trophy, ond 
many others, : Soil Poee Pe 
“~Tn“one King’s Cup Rate, my pro- 
peller flew off, chawed up the solitary 
engine, broke, hit me on the head, 
and.stunned me for a second or two 
-—and then fell exactly between two 
boys playing ‘in na backyard. They 
were delighted! - ° 

I was over Newcastle at the time 

—and it looks jolly spiky from the 
alr. TI got down somchow on the only 
open space for miles—-a factory: slag- 
heap. . 
“On another occasion, I crashed a 
Schnelder racer going fiat out. We 
hit the sea at 300 m.ph. and: the 
machine flew to bits like a bomb, 
It wasn't nice, But an improvement 
in the design of that, machino—the 
old S. 4—is now incorporated jn many! 
essentinls In all private and public} 
aircraft in this country. 

Bort Hinkler was my pal. He put 
up a lot of records and then got killed 
in the Alpe trylng to make one more, 
(gain, the industry learned some- 

hing. 2 


Improving Design — 


The machine that won the Aus- 
tralin race was n racer pure and 
simple, But .now machines of a 
similar (ype—onfy four times os big 
—iare flying the Atlantic, ready for 
next summer's mall and passenger 
service to America, ae 

In the Inst King's Cup race the 
“scratch” man’s machine was. bullt 
by students who will be our designers 
of the future. What they learn now 
from successes ond failures, from 
ernshes and orrivals, will serve the 
alr-going passengers of to-morrow. 

We are miles behind America ond 
Germany now In the performances 
of our civil aircraft. Our machines 
fre much slower, and no rafer, We 
necd races {o improve design and add 
swiftness and staying power, 

I say “hats off” to the Pilots who 
give thelr Ives to-the game! We 
have never Ineked them. We flew 
the Atlante first. We won the 
Schnelder Trophy “for keeps.". We 
won the Australin race. 

Since I began flylng at Hendon In 
1011, I have seen the speed record 
pet up to more than five times what 
t was, Tho altitude record has gone 
up almost ang much. Safety In the 
alr has gone up nbout a hundred 
times o8 much. ‘ 

In those days we carried one or 
two passengers nt our peril—and 
theirs! “Now I have flown a machine 
capable of carrying 149 Passengers, 
Tt was_a midget beside machines 
whose blueprints are already in the 
oMices of Pan-American and‘ Imperial 
Alrwoys, I was told that Pan. !
